To force the Syrians out 


General strike called 
by Lebanon Christians 


Jerusalem Post Staff

Lebanon's major Christian 
organizations yesterday called for a 
general srriiee. 60 press for the 

thdrawal of Syrian troops from 
Lebanon. 
The strike call, which the 
Christians hope will bring the coun- 
try to ἃ standstill tomorrow, caused 
the Lebanese government to sum- 
moh cabinet ministers Into an 
emergency session. The outcome of 
the emergency session had not been 
disclozed by late last night. 


The Lebanese cabinet was earlier 
reported to be split into twa camps 
after Foreign and Defence Mintster 
Fuad Butros cabled the Calro-hased 
Arab League to ask it to defer a dect- 
sion on the extension of the mandate 
of Syrian forces in Lebanon achedul- 
ed to be made today. The mandate 
expires October 20. . 

The Arab League late in 1976 
bestowed a “peace-keeping” role on 
Syrian troops who stormed into 
Lebanon at the height of the civil war 
between Christian milities and an 
alliance of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization with leftist militias. 

The Syrians were initially locked 
into a violent conflict with the 


Palestinian terrorists, but recently 
switched to crack down on the 
Christians, 

The strike was called by the 
Secretariat of the Lebanese clergy 
which represents Lebanon's major 
Christian organizations, including 
the Maronite League, the Roman 
Catholic Supreme Council, the Greek 
Orthodox Lebanese League and the 
Higher Counel) of the Syriac 
Orthodox. 


The strike call, broadcast by the 
Christian Phalangist radio, came 
after a brief lull was shattered by 
Another day of clashes between 
Syrians and militias. 

Christian officials said at least nine 
people had been Killed and another 
200 injured since the latest round of 
fighting erupted last Thursday night. 
There was no official word of Syrian 
casualties as a result of the rocket, 
shell and machinegun exchanges 
that have devastated Beirut's 
southern and eastern 
neighbourhoods. 

Meanwhile, in a desperate attempt 
to provide his listeners with good 
tidings for a change, an announcer on 
the state-run Beirut radio hopefully 
suggested yesterday that “the rains 
which fell on the capital today may 
be 8 good omen for Lebanon.” 


Lebanese Shia leader missing in Libya 


BEIRUT (AP). — The influential 
feader of Lebanon’s Shia Moslem 
sect, Imam Moussa Sadr, was 
reported missing on Sunday in 
Libya. 

The Christian Voice of Lebanon 
Radio claimed that Sadr and two of 
his top aides were abducted by un- 
identified persons in the North 
African country, But the Libyan em- 
bassy here insisted that the Imam 
had left Tripoli on August 31 for 
Rome aboard an Alitalia jetliner. 

A spokesman for the Shia Council 
here disclaimed any knowledge of 
Sadr's whereabouts. "The Imam 
must be either in Italy or in France,"" 


the spokesman said. ‘‘We know 
nothing here about this purported 
abduction report." 

Sadr and his two aides had paid a 
week-long visit to Libya last month 
before they disappeared suddenly, 
the radio added. ‘The three were to 
proceed from the Libyan capital to 
Paris via Rome on August 21. 

A Lebanese government 
spokesman said high-level contacts 
were underway with Tripoli, Rome 
and Paris to verify the ‘mysterious 
and conflicting reports" about the 
Imam's disappearance.

Yadin, Burg probing 
MKs’ meeting with PLO

Deputy Premier Yigael Yadin and 
Interior Minister and Acting Foreign 
Minister Yosef Burg were last night 
reported to be examining the cir- 
cumstances of a meeting In West 
Germany between two MKs and an 
official of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

The meeting, between MKs 
Avraham Melamed (NRP) and 
Mordechai Wirshubsk! (Shinui) and 
top PLO official Abdullah al-Franji, 
took place on Sunday night at a 
reception held by the mayor of Bonn 
for 500 delegates to the conference of 
the Inter-Parliamentary Union. 

It took place against the express 
instructions of the head of the seven- 
member Israeli delegation, MK 
Avraham Katz (Likud). British- 
Jewish journalist Edward Rath, who 
acted as an intermediary between 
the two sides, had earlier tried to 
arrange a similar meeting between 
MK Yigal Cohen (Likud) and the 
PLO man. But Cohen rejected the 
idea. “I'm not prepared to meet 
murderera,” he said. 

‘The meeting between the two ΜΈ 
and the PLO man is viewed in 
government circles as ‘‘a most 


Israel said last night. This source 
said that the meeting had con- 
travened a consensus within the 
coalition banning contacts with PLO 
representatives and other Arab of- 
ficials without government consent. 

The conversation with al-Franji, 
according to pool correspondent Gi- 
deon Reicher, was conducted in Ger- 
man. Melamed shook hands with the 
PLO representative but Wirshubski 
declined the offer. Al-Franji esked 
the MKs whether they believed the 
Camp David summit would succeed. 
“You'll have to talk to us (the 
PLO)," he said, 

Wirshubski answered that “as 
long as your organization kills 
women and children we won't talk to 
you." Al-Franji answered: '‘You do 
things to us that are as bad and even 
worse. Begin Is worse than a 
terrorist.” 


Wirshubski told reporters after the 
meeting he felt that It way his “duty” 
to put forward Israel's point of view 
τὸ the PLO. Melamed said he took “a 
sporting attitude” to the meeting.

School strike 
to last entire

The Civil Service Commissioner, 
Dr. Avraham Friedman, declared 
yesterday that the teachers’ strite 
wi}i continue at Jeast tmtil Friday. Re 
was speaking at the end of a 
negotiating session with the 
teachers’ representatives. He added 
that some progress had been achlev- 
ed at the meeting. 

Negotiations were adjourned 
yesterday and will resume this after- 
noon. 

Friedman blamed Histadrut 
Secretary-General Yeroham Meshel 
for not ‘according the teachers 
preferential status. Friedman In- 
timated that the government would 
have been willing to give the 
teachers more thas: the 15 per cent 
wage poilley ceiling, but feared that 
this would iead to Increased demands 
throughout the public sector. Meshel 
had told him, said Friedman, that 
any gaina by the teachers in the 
negotiations would serve as ἃ model 
for wage claims by all public 
workers. 

Friedman reiterated that the 
government stood by its decision not 
to pay the teachers for the daya they 
were out on strike. The government 
could not agree to the teachers’ de- 
mand that the!r pay scale be aligned 
with such public workers as Israet 
Aircraft Industries employees, who 
are not civil servants. 

Friedman rejected Histadrut 
mediator Rehavia Ofek’s plan, 
which calls for a retroactive pay- 
ment of 15 per cent from Aoril 1, say- 
ing it deviates “even from the 
Histadrut’s wage policy." Accor- 
ding to Friedman, the Ofek plan 
would allow the teachers to claim 
another 20 per cent increase after 
receiving 15 per cent, and would 
provide for car zllowances for 
teachers, to be paid by the Education 
Organization of Informal Education, 
representing 6,000 counsellors 
around the country, yesterday 
declared its support for the striking 
teachers. The organization's 
spokesman, Ya'acov Gil, blamed the 
government for the strike. Ministers 
had been “obdurate" and “unrespon- 
sive,” he charged. 

He warned that if the strike con- 
tinues, the organization’s counei! will 
meet on Thursday to consider the 
possibility of “actively manifesting"’ 
their sympathy with the si 
teachers. The organization's 


members are on the aame wage acale 
as the teachers. 

Though Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer has indicated his 
support for offering the teachers a 
month's saiary advance. the 
ministry spokesman yesterday re- 
jected the teachers’ claim that the 
eabinet ls responsible for the strike.

Taking a somewhat different tack,

The National Parents Association 
yesterday expressed sorrow at the 
failure of the lest-minute talks to 
avert the strike, which started 
yesterday, and called for the 
resumption of negotiations. Local 
Strike teams were act up by parents 
around the country, and parents 
were called on to volunteer for duties 
designed to oceupy schoolchiidren’s 
time. 

Inthe negotiations with the govern- 
ment in the early hours of yesterday 
morning, the teachers offered io 
accept an immediate 50 per cent 
monthly salary advance in place of 
the whole month's advance claimed 
earlier, Reuven Aviram, head of the 
Secondary Schoo! Teachers Associa- 
tuon, announced yesterday. But even 
this concession by the teachers met 
with the cabinet’s fat rejection, he 
complained. He condemned the 
government for doing nothing to 
he strike during the past 
for entering lato serious 
ms onty in the hours im- 
mediately preceding its outbreak.

“I 
can't concentrate on my work,"’ com- 
plained one secretary who had 
brought her eight-year-old son to the 
office. “δ bored here and I have to 
keep telling him to be quiet and not to 
run around.

Nkomo threatens to hit. planes 


30 blacks arrested in 
Rhodesia civil war 


SALISBURY. Rhodesia (UPI). — 
Some 80 blacks clode to Patriotic 
Front leader Joahua Nkomo have 
been arrested in country-wide 
aweeps as part of Prime Minister Ian 
Smith's prornise to “‘liquidate™ front 
affiliates in Rhodesia, a senior black 
politician satd yesterday. 

Josiah Chinamano, the Salisbury- 
based vice-president of Nkomo's 
Zimbabwe African Peoples Union, 
said those arrested since Saturday 
night include seven members of the 
national central executive of the par- 
ty’s Internal wing. 

Smith on Sunday night promised 
“to liquidate the internal workings of 
those orgenlestions associated with 
terrorism'"’ an address that left 
many whites oorecting drastic anti- 
insurgent measures bitterly disap- 
pointed. 

Nkomo, taking a stronger stand, 
yesterday ruled out further 
negotiations to resolve the Rhode- 
sian dispute and pledged an escala- 
tion of the war which would include 
further attacks on civilian aircraft. 

Reacting to Smith's announce- 
ment of tighter security measures 
and a crackdown ageinst Nkomo's 
Patriotic Front officials inside the 
country. Nkomo told a news con- 
ference his forces are ready ‘‘to 
remove Smith.” 

“If he (Smith) means war, we are 
ready to fight and remove Smit 
Nkomo told a news conference. 

“Tt is now clear beyond doubt that 
there is no possibility of ending the 


Rhodesian problem by any con- 
ference," he said. 

Nkomo angrily defended the 
shooting down of an Air Rhodesia 
Viscount nine days ago by accusing 
the Rhodestians of using civilian air- 
eraft to carry military equipment 
and weapons. 

And he warned, “Let me advise all 
those planning to travel by Air 
Rhodesia — keep away from Air 
Rhodesia planes.” 

Nkomo did not elaborate, but his 
statement was taken as a blunt 
threat that his guerrillas would shoot 
down further civilian aircraft. 

The verbal threats coincided with 
@ military communique reporting 
another 32 war deaths and another 
border clash between Rhodesian and 
Zambian troops. 

According to the communique, 
Rhodesian troops and Zambian 

traded fire across the com- 
mon border for the third consecutive 
day, the military command said 


Rhodesian troops patrolling their 
own side of the border, but withdrew 
when the Rhodesians opened fire. 

In Washington, a State Depart- 
ment spokesman said.the Carter ad- 
ministration still hopes to arrange 
an all-parties conference on 
Rhodesia, despite Nkomo's declara- 
tion that the idea is ‘dead and 
buried.””

“There is no Jonger any doubt. It is 
ἃ civil war,"’ said Alvarro Chamorro 
Mora, vice-president of the anti- 
Somoza Conzervative Party. 

Soldiers and rebel troops clashed 
in heavy street fighting in downtown 
Mazaya yesterday, and refugees 
said “dozens of people’’ had been 
killed. 

A helicopter gunship strafed the 
streets and buildings in the city as 10 
truckloads of National Guardsmen 
headed into the city from Managua 


to reinforce the Masaya garrison. 
A decree iasued by the presidential 


press secretary said all con- 
stitutional guarantees were suspend- 
ed for 80 days in the states of Esteli 
and Masaya in the southwest, where 
guardsmen battled guerrillas in the 
streets of the capitals. 

The guard, Nicaragua's 7 ,500-man 
army and police force, claimed on 
Sunday that its forces were “‘main- 
taining contro] and order in the 
whole country.” But the Red Cross 
said there was heavy gunfire in two 
sections of the capita! and in the 
citles of Esteli 104 km. north of the 
capital, in Masaya 29 km. to the 
south and in Leon, 104 km. to the 
northwest. 

A Red Cross spokesman described 
the cities of Rsteli and Masaya as be- 
ing "Δ bloody situation," but since 
telephone lines between the capital 
and the cities were cut, it was not 
possible to verify reports of con- 
tinued fighting. 

The spokesman and other 
authorities said 86 persons had been 
killed since the fighting began late 
Saturday and the wounded 
numbered more than 100. But one 
Red Cross official said the number of 
casualties “may be much higher 
once the bodies are retrieved.”

Assad starts 
talks in Bonn 


BONN (Reuter). — Syrian President 
Hafez Assad began political talks 
with West German leaders here 
yesterday immediately after his 
arrival for a five-day state visit. 
Assad and West German President 
Walter Scheel, together with the 
Syrian and West German foreign 
ministers, Abdul-Haim Khaddam 
and Hans-Dietrich Genscher, con- 
ferred at Scheel's official Rhineside 
residence, the Villa 
‘Hammerschmidt. 


President Scheel said last night 
that Syria played a key role in the 
Middle East conflict and there could 
be no peace without its cooperation. 

Scheel told Assad that West Ger- 
many welcomed President Anwar 
Sadat's peace contacts with Israel, 
although it knew Syria and Egypt 
were at odds over this, 

Without mentioning Egypt or 


- Sadat by name, Scheel said at a 


banguet in Assad’s honour: “We 
know your conception differs from 
those with which other Arab parties 
in the Middle East confilet — who 
are also friends of ours — are striv- 
ing to achieve a comprehensive 
peace settlement. We have no doubts 
about the desire for peace of these 
parties too,’ Scheel said. 


West German officials said the 
Middle East problem, the situation

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BEERSHEBA in 1949. In the 
summer. You had to be something of 
an idealist to move there with your 
bride. 

But that's what Herbert Ben-Ad! 
did. Shortly after the government 
announced plans to bulld a regional 
eentre in the newly liberated village 
of Beersheba, Ben-Adi boldly decid- 
ed to become part of it. By the end of 
1949, the town had only about 800 

families. 

Ben-Adi became the first 
Jerusalem Post correspondent in the 
Negev in mid-1949. His first dis- 
patch, along with nearly every other 
scrap of paper that passed through 
his hands, is preserved at the David 
Tuviahu Archives of the Negev at 
Beersheba’s Ben-Gurion University. 

The Ben-Adi file filla three closets. 
It includes over 80 loose-leaf binders 
filled with community news and 
gossip, invitations to long-forgotten 

‘ ceremonies, even the first message 
sent on Ben-Adi's new teletype 
machine: “This is the first telex 
from the Negev in 2,000 years." 

The English in the earliest file is 
unsophisticated. Ben-Adi was born 
in 1904 In a small village that now 
lies on the border between 
Yugoslavia and Hungary. When the 
Nazi threat arose, he escaped to 
England and joined the British ar- 
my. After the war and left without 
relatives by the Holocaust, he 
volunteered for the Hagana and 
came to the new State of Israel. 


REACHING the country in 
September 1948, Ben-Adi was aasign: 
ed to the Engineering Corps and 
served in the War of Independence. 
In June of the following year he 
married Ora Labock, a registered 
nurse, and soon after, full of dreams, 
they moved to the proposed Capital 
of the Negev. 

Ben-Adi's earliest reports from 
Beersheba were about the daily life 
of its inhabitants and the famous 
frontier spirit that was developing 
there. In October 1949 he wrote: 

“Everyone who lives here is very 
proud to be a Beersheban. Most of us 
agree that when the new road from 
Tel Aviv to Beersheba is finished and 
the travelling distance is shortened 
by one hour, Tel Aviv will become ἃ 
suburb of Beersheba. We are 
already practising holding our noses 
in the air so that we will be able to 
look down properly on the Tel 
Avivians." 

Karlier that year, during the 
summer, he had written a long 
report for ‘‘Ma’ariv,": for which he

period of time, informing the nation 
about how Jewish settlement was be- 
ing renewed in the desert for the first 
time since Albraham drank water 
from his well: 

“Beersheba was 8 Jewish town in 
ancient times,” he wrote. 
the last few centuries it was mainly 
inhabited by Arabs, who made it a 
trade centre for Betluin living in the 
Negev. The Turks built a small town 
here at the beginning of the century 
and from the end of the First World 
War until 1948 it was under British 
control. Beersheba waa finally 
liberated and returned to its rightful

| Kentucky Fried Chicken 
| restaurants come to Israel

TEL AVIV. — laracl became the 50th 
courttry in the world on Sunday to 
have an outlet for Kentucky Fried 
Chicken, The person responaible for 
bringing this culinary delight to 
Israel is Irving Jamea, a New York 
Jawyor, who came here about a year 
ago. Kentucky Fried Chicken ts 
different from any other chicken. It 
is freshly cooked, in keeping with a 
gecret recipe created by Calonel 
Sanders In Kentucky, and seasoned 
with eleven herbs and spices. It is 
then fast-cooked In a special way to 
seal in all the flavour and juices, 
James expiaina. 


The American Kentucky Fried 
Chicken company is dig business. 
‘There are more than 6,200 such 
stores around the world, and the con- 
cern does well over 515. worth of 
business a year. 

“Getting the franchise rights for 
Israel was no simple matter,"’ 
James said. “In fact it was two years 
before the contracts were signed. 

. The idea originally came from one of 
my two sons." 

When filing the application for the 
franchise James discovered that 
there were no fewer than 50 
applications ahead of his. However, 
his eredentials as a successful cor- 
porate lawyer eventually gave him 
the edge. 

Irving James Is an ambitious man. 
With the opening of the first Ken- 
tucky Fried Chicken restaurant on 
the Ramat Hasharon-Herzliya road, 
his mind is already focusing on a 
rapid expansion programme, which 
86 hopes will result in a chain of 30-40 
restaurants throughout Israel. ““The 
key to success is the maintenance of 


high quality. In every new 
restaurant I intend to retain 
ownership control. 50 as to be able to 
exercize supervision over quality,” - 
he pointed out. 

The first prototype restaurant 
basically offera two types of meals, 
which can be eaten on the premises 
or taken out. One is the ‘‘anack" 
type, which consists of two pieces of 
chicken, chips and ἃ roll, and is pric- 
ed at IL36. 

Tne “dinner” type of meal] in- 
cludes three pieces of chicken, chips, 
salad and a roll, and costs 11.490. 
Large family or party take-out boxes 
are available with nine pieces of 
chicken at 11.109 and 21 pieces at 
1.248. Irving James" Kentucky 
Fried Chicken restaurant is 
probably unique in that it is strictly 
kosher.- 

“It has been found internationally 
that of the three types of salads 
offered, 85 per cent of customers 
prefer cole slaw, 10 per cent, potato 
salad, and only five per cent choose 
the bean salad. In our initial trial run 
period we found these figures to app- 
ly here too,” Jamea said. 

Getting Into the Kentucky Fried 
Chicken business requires capital. 
The first location was built at a cost 
of over ILim. While much of the 
equipment is produced locally, such 
key items as the preaaure frier has to 
be imported from the U.S. 

On the other hand, the overseas ex- 
perience has shown that chickens 
can be ἃ highly profitable enterprise. 
The throughput is 120 portions an 
hour. Moreover, the Israeli public is 
one of the biggest consumers of 
chicken. The dverage Israeli eats 
more than two-and-a-half times the 
amount of chicken as Americans do.

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Dead Sea Works reports 
IL34m. profit, up 86%

TEL AVIV. — The Dead Sea Works 
has just published its annual report 
for the period ending March 31, 1578. 
The report shows that net after-tax 
profits came to IL304m., an increase 
of 46 per cent over the previous year. 


‘The Dead Sea Works group of com- 
pantes is owned by the government 
by way of the roof company. Israel 
Chemicals. The company specializes 
in extracting and processing the 
minerals of the Dead 568. It is also 
the largest Industrial concern listed 
on the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange, 
with a market capitalization of 
1L3i0m., as of the end of August, 


The firm started its activities in 
1929, when It was kyown as the 
Palestine Potash Co. It was almost 
totaly destroyed in the War of 
Independence ang the sew company 
formed after the war was named the 
Dead Sea Works. Minera! explora- 
tion rights were granted by the 
government against annual royalties 
of five per cent. 

In the year under review the 
potash production was at full capaci- 
ty and production reached 1.2m. 
tons, for an increase of nearly 30 per 


cent over the preceding year. Sales 
at 1.25m. tons exceeded production 
and reflected a reduction of stocks. 
The rise in sales was about 45 per 
cent. A full &6 per cent of sales were 
for éxport. which totalled $49m. and 
reflected a rise of 32 per cent. Taxes 
reduced the gross profit of tWLa2ér:. 
to IL304m. 

The results mentioned above are 
not consolidated and do not include 
those of the Dead Sea Bromine and 
Bromine Compounds companies. 
Estimates put additional profits to 
be realized from these companies at 
an additional ΠΟ δότω. 

The company showed capital in- 
vestments of IL124m. in fixed assets, 
ἃ part of which was applied towards 
ἃ new granulating factory. whose 
total cost Is put at TLis0m. 

Royalties due to the Government 
of Israel have been established at 
TL3am.. which is more than three 
times the amount paid out in the 
preceding year. 

Management has announced that 
it will distribute a fina] gross cash 
dividend of 15 per cent, making the 
total of dividends 30 per cent for the 
whole year. It has previously dis- 
tributed a 26.5 per cent bonus share 
dividend. 


Assets of Bank Leumi’s 11 
funds topped IL10b: this week

elever: unit trust funds run by Bank 
Leumi passed the ten billion pound 
mark this week, Yedidya 
Greenberg. in charge of savings and 
investments at the bank, announced

“This sum, ten billion pounds, con- 
sists of about half of all the funds in- 
vested in the 43 unit trust funds 
tincluding the eleven of Bank 
Leuml) active in the country,” he 
said. Asscts in Bank Leumi's funds 
rose from IL4,837m. at the end of 
1976, to ILT,893m. at the end of 1977, 
and to 1.10,008m. on September 7 of 
this vear. 

(These figures are not “‘deflated™ 
to take into account the huge in- 
flationary spiral, so the actual 
growth, while considerabie, is much 
lower than the figures given above.) 

Greenberg said that of the 300,000 
investors in securities with accounts 


in Bank Leumi, about half have 
bought shares in these unit trusts. 
and these shares consist of about 
one-third of the investments made 
by the bank for its clients. 

The largest fund run by Bank 
Leumi is Zamid (assets IL3,750m.). 
which Itself invests in a variety of 
securities. It is followed by the three 
others (Shamir, Tarshish, and Ofir, 
with total assets of 1L12,250m.) 
which invest in cost-of-living linked 
bonds. Gavish and Pia are next, with 
agsets of [L1,760m. and ILS25m. 
respectively, and here most of the in- 
vestment is also in linked bonds. 

Next are Topaz and Inbar, which 
invest in foreign currency, and have 
total assets of IL750m. They are 
followed by Bedolah and Yahalom, 
which invest mainly in stocks on the 
stock inarket, and have assets of 
1L630m. 

Lahat, with assets of only IL43m., 
trails the eleven unit trusts. It 
purchases both stocks and other in- 
vestments.

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Strike without winners 


WHATEVER the final outcome of the teachers’ strike that 
started yesterday, one thing is clear: there will be no winners, 
only losers. The worst losers — although they may not be aware 
of it — will be a million school-children. 

The great danger in this unnecessary strike is that both sides 
will now dig in and refuse to budge. The government may. of 
course, be able after a while to force the teachers back into the 
classrooms on more-or-less present terms. But it could be a 
Pyrrhic victory, marked by a massive desertion, sooner or later, 
of the teaching profession. Those who will stay on will not 
necessarily be the best qualified to train the next generation. 

‘On the other hand, if the government had given in to demands 
which were before it for nearly six months, and which it was not 
even prepared to discuss, this would have spelt the end of any 
sensible wage policy. Whatever the merits of the teachers’ case 
— and not even the Finance Minister now denies that their wages 
have been eroded — the government must hold the wage line 
somewhere. 

To this extent, at least, the government's refusal to enter into 
open-ended wage agreements is fully justified. 

What lacks any justification is the administration's dragging 
out the negotiations for months, and leaving to.literally the very 
Jast moment the discussion of & possible compromise. 

There is strong ground for suspicion that the government, or at 
least parts of it, has been anxious to make the teachers’ strike a 
test case of its ability to govern. At the same time it is counting 
on the inherent weakness of the teachers’ unions, and on a shift in 
public opinion soon after the holidays, when parent will begin to 
feel the real hardship of having children idle at home. Such 
pressure of public opinion on the teachers has in fact already 
started, and it will no doubt be stepped up. The halachic verdict 
handed down by Chief Rabbi Ovadia. Yosef is only a straw in the 
wind. 

It should, however, be obvious that the teachers will not be ser- 
monized back to work without satisfaction of at least those 
demands that are generally recognized as just. In any case, the 
Jast persons to deliver such sermons are cabinet ministers who, 
for exactly the same reasons cited by the teachers in their bid for 
a more than 15 per cent wage hike, voted themselves salary in- 
creases of 40 per cent and more. 

Stalling has brought on the present crisis, and more of it will 
not advance a solution. The present administration may be no 
worse than its predecessors in not pushing wage disputes to a 
speedy conclusion. But this is hardly a cause for self- 
congratulations. 

Similarly, the argument that teachers’ wage scales have been 
eroded over a long period of time is irrelevant, even if partly 
true. No government can disclaim responsibility for problems 
that arose in the past. Moreover, the present government's own 
inflationary policies have certainly helped unsettle labour 
relations throughout the public sector. 

A reasonable compromise solution is ready at hand. The com- 
promise plan put forward by the Histadrut — a 15 per cent wage 
rise plus increases in specific circumstances — is closer to the 
government's wage guidelines than to the teachers’ demands. It 
has nevertheless been accepted by the teachers, and very nearly 
endorsed by. the government — before it waa spurned. 

The Treasury must realize that wage guidelines which were 
feasible six months ago can no longer be rigidly maintained. In- 
sistence on the 15 per cent ceiling means that there will be vir- 
tually no increase in real wages in 1979 and 1980; and that. if 
applied universally, it will allow no redreas for the inevitable dis- 
tortions in wage scales that accompany inflation. 

Meanwhile, the economy is off into a little boom. This may be 
regarded as desirable, but it will inevitably trigger.s rise in real 
incomes — mostly of non-wage earners. In turn, this is bound to 
spill over into higher wage demands. 

The two-tier wage policy suggested by the Histadrut is the only 
way to hold wage increases within reasonable bounds and at the 
same time to provide for necessary adjustments, causing only a 
minimal chain-reaction through ‘‘linkage.'' The case of the 
teachers definitely belongs in this category. 

Curb religious zealots 
RELIGIOUS FANATICISM tends to burn more fiercely during 
the last weeks before the high holy days, especially in 
Jerusalem, According to one school of thought, this accounts for 
the recent outbreak of ultra-orthodox violence in the holy city. 

This featured the stoning of Sabbath traffic in areas where it 
used to flow more-or-less unchecked, and the assault on 4 
vocational training centre falsely alleged to harbour juvenile 
delinquents. 

The phenomenon, in other words, is ostensibly strictly 
seasonal, and is nothing worth getting excited about. At worst, 
the zealot offensive is meant as ἃ prelude to their annual fund 
raising campaign abroad, mainly in America. 

Another body of experts, however, sees a direct connection 
between the latest outbursts of religious passion and the ap- 
proach of the municipal elections. This might bear some ex- 
amination. 

It need hardly be said that, of all the countries in the area, 
Israel is least in danger of a forcible takeover by home-grown 
religious enthusiasts, anxious to restore the old morality. There 
is, on the other hand, the danger of a creeping expansion of their 
privileges beyond the boundaries of what is usually referred to 
as the status quo. ~ 

The Jerusalem status quo, largely the work of Mayor Teddy 
Kollek, has been marked by a very high degree of tolerance for 
the ultra-orthodox, both of the Neturei Karta and the Agudat 


Yisrael variety. They have in effect been allowed to treat their ~ 


neighbourhoods as fairly autonomous enclaves, in which their 
own concept of halacha would run riot. 

Residents who failed to conform — by keeping, say, a televi- 
sion set at home — would be actively encouraged to move out. 
Passers-by in the street would be required to maintain the local 
standard of ‘‘modesty"’ in dress, on pain of physical assault. The 
police, in most cases, looked the other way. 

The general community tended to put up with this order of 

‘peaceful coexistence so long as it did not push violently out, or 
block the city’s traffic arteries. This is precisely the threat now 
pesed by the zealots: a creeping annexation of adjacent areas 
net yet subject to their contro]. Their instruments of warfare 
are, for the moment, rather primitive: rocks, matches, ink. But 
the conflagration they are apparently not averse to igniting 
could consume Jerusalem. 

Faced with this prospect, the silence of the country's rab- 
binate has been quite deafening. The reaction of the govern- 
ment, itself supported by Agudat Yisrael, has not been especial- 
ly forthright, except in the case of Labour and Social Better- 
ment Minister Katz, who has urged religious leaders at the Tel 
Arza quarter to pay damages for the wrecking by their flock of 
the vocational centre there. 

But nor has Mayor Kollek spoken out yet in properly indignant 
terms about this fresh danger to the peace of Jerusalem. 

This need not be meant as appeasement of the ultra-orthodox, 
but it is apt to be so interpreted by them, and thus to encourage 
the most lunatic, rabidiy anti-Zionist fringe to acts of even 
worse insolence; which in turn may set the tone for the rest of 
this community. At the same time, failure to draw the line for 
the army of draft-evading yeshiva students, specializing in the 
desecration of the Sabbath as a means of preventing Sabbath 
desecration, is not calculated to inspire non-orthodox 
Jerusalemites to greater tolerance. 

A line must be drawn. It must be made clear that terror, 
whether Arab or Jewish, will not be permitted; and that van- 
dalism will not be countenanced, whether it comes bareheaded 
or covered with a skullcap.

UNTIL 1971, the Arab states 
demanded the destruction of Israel 
in the name of Arab nationalism. 
Since then, their claim to Palestine 
or to parts of it has been hased on the 
demands of Palestinian natioualism, 
From the public relations point of 
view, it iq much more effective to 
present the Middle East conflict asa 
struggie between a relatively weak 
Palestinian Arab people and a strong 
Israel. rather than as a confronta- 
tion between some 100 million Arabs 
and three million Jews. Today, after 
seven years of well-financed 
propaganda, ‘‘Palestinian 
nationalism’’ has become an es- 
tablished fact the world. 

Western statesinen repeatedly 
refer to the question of Palestinian 
statehood as ‘the heart of the Middie 
Bast problem." And now the U.5., 
backed by Western Europe, en- 
couraged by Egypt and pressed by 
Saudi Arabia, proposes to solve this 
| Seelaee by creating a political enti- 

— Unked with the Hashemite 
Bingdom of Jordan — in Judea, 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip. 

Remarkably, the key question in 
this context has rarely been asked: 
Does the proposed solution solve the 
problen:? 

Let us examine the evidence. 

First the figures, Both Israeli and 
PLO sources estimate the total 
number of Palestinian Arabs at the 
end of 1977 at some 4.1 million, of 
whom only 17 million are under 
Israeli rule. Judea, Samaria and the 
Gaza Strip account for about 1.1 
million of these 1.7 million. The pop- 
uation of Jordan at the end of 1977 
was about 1.6 million. 

According to the PLO, over two- 
thirds of these ‘‘Jordanians"’ have 
their origins west of the Jordan 
River. Yet this, true or exaggerated, 
is hardly relevant. Jordan formed 
part of the original Palestine Man- 
date. Ita Arabs have the same 
antecedents. as those inhabiting 
Judea or Samaria. There are a few 
thousand Druse and Circassians and 
8 handful of Hedjazia, among them 
King Hussein, whose great- 
grandfather ruled in Mecca. The rest 
are Palestinian Arabs by any 
reasonable definition.

The evidence of the Jast 11 years 
clearly indicates that instability in 
the Middle Hast is not caused by the 
1.7 million Palestinian Arabs under 
Israeli rule, but by the 2.4 million 
Palestinian Arabs outside western 
Palestine. It is their problem that 
has to be solved if the seeds of con- 
flict are to be destroyed. 


Of these 2.4 million, only some 
320,000 are in refugee camps. The 
remainder have been absorbed by 
their countries of residence. A PLO 
estimate, published in Lebanon in 
January 1978, puts the likely number 
of Palestinian Arabs who would 
emigrate to a ‘Palestinian political 
entity" in the West Bank and Gaza at 
1,100,000. It assumes a minimum of 
00,000 people would want to do this 
shortly after the entity is establish- 
ed. 


The figure of 1.1 million seems ex- 
aggerated. However, as con- 
siderable pressure on Palestinians to 
emigrate to “their homeland” may 
be expected under such conditions as 
exist in Lebanon and in other Arab 
states, the of 600,000 seems 
fairly well founded, though the 
process might be spread over three 
or four years. This means that at 
least 280,000 people who are not 
refugees and are today fully ab- 
sorbed economically and culturally 
would be coming to the new ‘‘Palesti- 
nian entity” together with 820,000 
refugees. 

In fact, the proportion of refugees 


among the 600,000: is likely to be 
smalier.

” No houses are available for them,

same, So'the so-called ‘‘sclution” 
does not solve the humanitarian 
problem of Arab refugees. On the 
contrary, it only aggravates it by 
creating a new problem for a large 
number of Palestinians. 

Nor is accommodation the only fly 
in the ointment. What will these 
Arabs do in their newly gained 
“national home"? The available 
agricultural land is owned and tilled 
by Arabs already Uving there. In- 
dustry is poorly developed. Some 
tens of thousands of today's in- 
habitants of the territories go to 
work in Tel Aviv, Petah Tikva, and 
so on, The newcomers will not be 
able to do this; they will face un- 
employment or work for 4 pittance 
on relief projects. And to the extent 
that they try to compete for the 
limited jobs available with the pre- 
sent Arab population, only tensions 
in their “homeland” are Ukely:-to 
result. 

One other point must be stressed: 
The Palestinian Arabs returning to 


this “homeland” never had homes. 


there. If they were not born in their 
present countries of residence, their 
original homes were in Haifa, Jaffa, 
Lod, Ramile, El-Majdal and other 
parts of Israel which nobody is -- for 
the present — requiring us to give 
up.
